Dr. Urey Believes Word- 
ing Means There Has

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (AP)— 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
has officially disclosed that hy- 
drogen bomb “research” was ih- 
cluded in a test of nuclear weap- 
ons at Eniwetok atoll but stood 
pat today on its refusal to admit 
such a bomb had been exploded. 

The announcement merely said 
scientists “expressed satisfactioh”’ 
with the tests. 

The commission, after issuing 
{ts terse announcement last night, 
also spoke of ppssible prosecu- 
tion for those who have written 
letters home about seeing what 
they described ‘as the world’s first 
H-bomb blast. 

Believes Bomb Was Set Off. 

Df. Harold C. Urey, Nobel 
prize-winning scientist who was a 
key figure in the development of 
the atom bomb, said in Chicago 
he believed the AEC announce- 


ment meant the United States has 
successfully exploded its first H- 
bomb, 


Urey said the technically-word- 
ed statement “sounds like official 
language for a _ successful H- 
bomb.” 


Representative Durham (Dem.), 
North: Carolina, chairman of the 
joint congressional committee on 
atomic research, commented on 
the AEC announcement only byy 
saying the “thermonuclear weap- 
ons research” at Eniwetok “came 
off on schedule.” 

‘Thermonuclear weapon _§ re- 
earch” is the scientists’ way of 
designating work on an H-bomb. 


Text of Announcement. 


Following is the text of the 
Atomic Energy Commission’s 
statement ,made by Chairman 
Gordon Dean. 

“Joint Task Force 132, operat- 
ing for the Department of De- 
fense and the United States 
Atomic Energy Commission, has 
concluded the third series of 
weapons development test at Eni- 
wetok atoll in the Marshall is- 
lands. Like the Greenhouse series 
1951, it was designed to further 
the development of various types 
of weapons. In furtherance of the 
President’s announcement of Jan. 
31, 1950, the test program in- 
cluded experiments contributing 
to thermonuclear weapons re- 
search. 

“Scientific executives for the 
tests have expressed satisfaction 
with the results. The leaders and 


members of the military and civil- 
fan components of the task force 
have accomplished a remarkable 
feat of precision in planning and 
operations ard have the commen- 
dation of the Department of De- 
fense and the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

“In the presence of threats to 
the peace of the world and im the 
absence of effective and enforce- 
able arrangements for tke control 
of armaments, the United States 
Government must continue its 
studies looking toward the devel- 
opment of these vast energies for 
the defense of the free world. At

FEW REBEL AT HIKE 
IN TRANSIT FARES 
AUTO TRAFFIC UP 


P.S. Co. Ascribes Lack of 
Grumbling to Fact Per- 
mit Cost Remaits Un- 
changed. 


Higher streetcar and bus fares 
went into effect here yesterday 
with few signs of revolt by riders, 
but automobile traffic during the 
morning rush hour today appeared 
heavier and slower. 

Public Service Co. officials at- 
tributed the lack of widespread 
grumbling that customarily fol- 
lows a fare increase to the fact 
that most riders use the weekly 
permit, the price of which was 
unchanged. 

Although basic cash fare went 
from 17 to 20 cents, the permit 
still costs 65 cents and rides in 
connection with its use are still 
10 cents each. With the school 
pass, which also was unchanged, 
permits account for the bulk of 
passengers carried. 

Sales of permits yesterday 
totaled 54,248, as compared with 
48.975 for Sunday a week ago, 
the company reported. While 
figures on cash sales and tokens, 
the latter increasing in price 
from three for 50 cents to five 
for 90, were not immediately 
available, the company said they 
appeared to be down somewhat. 
Another factor that contrib- 
uted to the smoothness of the 
transition to the higher fare, a 
company spokesman said, was the 
fact that the new cash fare re- 
quired no pennies. Operators 
found it easier to make proper 
change, he said. Pennies still are 
required for express bus fares, 
however, the adult fare going 
from 20 to 23 cents and the child’s 
from 10 to 13 cents. 

Heavier use of private auto- 
mobiles is the usual reaction to 
a fare increase, as shown by ex- 
perience in previous rises. A drop 
in passengers is usually followed 
by a cut in service. A company 
spokesman said no changes in 
schedules had been made today, 
however. 

Indicating the fact that service 
cuts are found more cbjectionable 
than fare rises by some riders was 
the remark of a man waiting for 
a Florissant bus today. He said 
to a fellow rider: “I wouldn't 
mind paying two bits if we could 
get some decent service.” 

Meanwhile, the City of St. 
Louis has not decided whether to 
appeal to the courts, following 
refusal of the Missouri Public 
Service Commission to reopen the 
transit fare case last Saturday. 
City Counselor James E. Crowe 
said the question of resort to the 
courts was still under consider- 
ation.

Marshal’s Rightist Party 
Gains 241 of 300 Parli- 
ament Seats, Biggest 
Majority Since 1928. 


ATHENS, Nov. 17 (AP)—The 
caretaker Greek gevernment re- 
signed today and King Paul im- 
mediately appointed Marshal Al- 
exander Papagos, overwhelming 
victor in yesterday's parliamen- 
tary elections, Prime Minister. 
The new cabinet will be sworn 
in Wednesday noon. 

Official figures from the In- 
terior Ministry gave the 60-year- 
old war hero Marshal's right-wing 
Greek Rally party 241 seats in 
the new 300-member Parliament 
to only 59 for the leftist-center 
coalition headed by Gen. Nicholas 
Plastiras. 

During the election campaign 
the government had been under 
the caretaker hand of Premier 
Dimitrios Kissopoulos, who quit 
today. 

Reds Fail to Gain a Séat. 

Papagos, with 49.61 per cent of 
the popular vote, thus won the 
greatest parliamentary triumph 
since the smashing victory in 1928 
of Eluetherios Venizelos. The 
Communists did not win a single 
parliamentary seat, according to 
the Interior Ministry’s calcula- 
tions. The Reds named nine dep- 
uties in the 1951 election. 

The Interior Ministry said that 
out of 1,580,934 votes cast, the 
Greek Rally party got 779,982 or 
49.6 per cent. The leftist-center 
coalition headed by Plastiras re- 
ceived 577,678 or 36 per cent; the 
Communists 164,848 or 10 per 
cent; the independents 58,426. 

The Communist vote was only 
a one-half Of 1 per cent drop 
from the popular vote scored in 
the elections of September 1951. 
But the Communists were blanked 
in Parliament because of the 
change from a proportional repre- 
sentation system to a straight ma- 
jority system in this year’s elec- 
tions, 

Papagos formed his Greek 
Rally party prior to the last elec- 
tion in July 1951. In this elec- 
tion the party won the largest 
number of seats—114 of the 258 
then in Parliament—but lacking 
a majority, Papagos refused to 
form a coalition. Plastiras and 
Liberal leader Sophocles Venizelos 
instead joined in a government. 

American officials had main- 
tained an official “hands off’ to- 
ward the election campaign, but 
it was an open secret that United 
States- authorities felt a Papagos 
victory would help stabilize this 
poverty-stricken country which 
has received more than two bil- 
lion dollars in American eco- 
nomic and military aid since 
World War II. 

.Housecleaning Promised. 

Until today, the Americans 
since assuming the burden of 
Greek aid in 1947 had hoped in 
vain for a one-party government 
with a parliamentary majority big 
enough to enact necessary legis- 
lation. Papagos was expected to 
give the Americans full co-oper- 
ation, but it was generally con- 
ceded the tough old fighter would 
not be a “yes man.” 

Assailed by his opponents as a 
would-be dictator, Papagos had 
promised a vigorous houseclean- 
ing of the _ heretofore - shaky 
Greek government. 

A soldier since his youth, Papa- 
gos first gained fame as com- 
mander in chief of the Greek 
army which repulsed Mussolini's 
vaunted forces in early World 
War Ik and drove them back to 
the heart of Albania.

Joins in Asking Put- 
nam to Reverse WSB 
Cut in Wage Boost. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (AP)— 
John L. Lewis asserted today that 
the United Mine Workers will 
get their full $1.90-a-day pay in- 
crease “sooner or later.” He add- 
ed that there is going to be “un- 
rest and confusion” in the mining 
towns until the government ap- 
proves the rise. 


(The United Press called Lewis's 
statement an _ implied _ strike 
threat.) 

The United Mine Workers chief 
joined with industry spokesman 
Harry M. Moses in asking Eco- 
nomic Stabilizer Roger L. Putnam 
to reverse Wage Stabilization 
Board decision denying part of 
the pay raise. 

The WSB ruled Oct. 18 that 
only $1.50 of the rise can be al- 
lowed under the Government's 
anti-inflation policies. 

Lewis and Moses argued that 
the miners get their money in 
straight wages without the fringe 
benefits enjoyed by other work- 
ers who have longer vacations, 
holidays and. other concessions 
not reflected directly in pay en- 
velopes. 

“Unrest and Confusion.” 

Just before the informal hear- 
ing with Putnam recessed for the 
lunch hour, Lewis complained 
about Government “interference” 
with the coal industry’s collective 
bargaining processes. He said the 
WSB ruling had stirred up “un- 
rest and confusion” among the 
350,000 soft coal miners in the 
UMW, 

“The mine workers,” Lewis 
shouted, “will wait until you're 
no longer here, Mr. Putnam—I 
read in the newspapers that you 
are leaving your Government job 
soon—and wait until the Wage 
Board returns to Harvard and to 
the cloisters of the N.A.M. (Na- 
tional Association of Manufactur- 
ers), and then we'll go to Mr. 
Moses and demand our full con- 
tract.” 

Lewis said there {fs a “crying 
need for the immediate approval” 
of the full wage increase. He said 
the union, instead of getting co- 
operation, is being “harassed” by 
the Government. 

Lewis said there is “grave un- 
rest in the mining population. 
They expect the contract to be 
lived up to.” He warned Putnam 
that “co-operation cannot be 
achieved by the iron hand of the 
Government.” 

‘Atrocious Wrong.’ 

Lewis asked Putnam to “rectify 
this atrocious wrong committed 
on miners” by the Wage Board 
in cutting 40 cents off the con- 
tract. 

Lewis drew laughter from the 
packed hearing room when he 
commented that it is true that 
the mine workers could have 
taken part of their pay raise in 
the form of employer-paid hot 
lunches and the privileges of mid- 
morning coffee hours and of time 
off to watch parades. 

“Surely,” he said, “it’s as vir- 
tuous for private industry to 
adopt these practices as it is for 
the government, supported by the 
taxpayers.” 

Lewis apparently was referring 
to the fact that many government 
workers take time out for coffee 
during their working hours. Fed- 
eral employes will get time off 
tomorrow to watch the parade 
planned for President-elect Eisen- 
hower's first visit to the nation’s 
capitol since his election. Lewis 
opposed Eisenhower, 

Moses’s View on Rise. 

Putnam asked Moses whether 
he thought the full $1.90 a day 
pay rise would serve to “pres-| 
sure” wage increases in other 
industries. 

“I don’t think this raise will 
go unnoticed around the coun- 
try” Putnam observed. 

Moses replied that the way the 
coal industry and the miners’ 
union’ negotiate a contract, often 
with bitter strikes and public fan- 
fare, makes most of their de-

Settlement Reached After

A threatened strike of 500 
warehouse employes, which 
would have affected hundreds of 
food stores in the city and St. 
Louis county, was averted early 
today through the efforts of offi- 
cers of the AFL Food Council. 
Picket lines established last night 
were withdrawn. 

Nicholas M. Blassie, head of 
the Meat Cutters Union and 
secretary-treasurer of the 30-un- 
ion Food Council, announced a 
settlement had been worked satis- 
factory to the warehouse em- 
ployes, members of AFL Team- 
sters, Local 688, and the 16 
wholesale grocery firms _ in- 
volved. The settlement is subject 
to ratification by the warehouse 
workers alt a meeting at 5 p.m. 
today at Teamsters’ Hall, 4141 
Forest Park avenue. 

Details of the agreement were 
withheld pending ratification. The 
dispute originated with a union 
wage demand of 25 cents an hour 
above the previous scale of $1.50. 
The demand was brought under a 
reopening clause in the union 
contract, which runs to next Oc- 
tober. 

Negotiations had bogged down 
when management requested a 
pledge of no strike action by the 
union in support of its organiz- 
ing efforts among office em- 
ployes of the grocery firms. The 
union contended that the _ re- 
quested pledge would be in vio- 
lation of National Labor Board 
regulations. 

Last week the Food Council 
sought a solution of the dispute, 
but failed to effect a settlement. 
The effort was renewed yester-

Meeting With Truman. 

All four of the Republican lead- 
ers probably will get a report 
from Eisenhower on his confer- 
ence tomorrow with Truman, Sec- 
retary of State Acheson and other 
top officials of the out-going ad- 
ministration. 

That session will deal with in- 
ternational and domestic problems 
and with the transfer of primary 
responsibility for handling them 
from the Democrats to the Re- 
publicans.

On this basis, the amount of rev- 
enue from which appropriations 
can be made is $2,939,659. Thus, 
the budget would take all but 
$3610 of this amount. 

Matthews told the Council he 
had made no provision for salary 
increases but he urged this mat- 
ter be given consideration in the 
event it is found the charter 
permits appropriations up to the 
full amount of 1951 revenues, He 
indicated such an interpretation 
was a possibility. 

There is no likelihood that the 
tax rate for next year can be low- 
ered from the present 35 cents, 
the statutory ceiling, Matthews 
said.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 — 
President Truman yesterday 
called for Jews, Catholics and 
Protestants to “stand together 
against the outbreaks of bigotry” 
which arise periodically in the 
United States and throughout the 
world. 


“We can prevent bigotry, if we 
will be true to our national 
ideals,” he said in a speech at 
the laying of the cornerstone of 
a new temple for the 100-year old 
Washington Hebrew congregation. 

“Mutual respect and tolerance 
for the beliefs of others is the 
secret of the strength of this 
blessed land,” he declared. 

He went on to say that the 
same faith in God that won for 
America its freedoms is needed 
today if this country is to keep 
those freedoms “in the face of 
the terrible menace of totalitar- 
ianism and war.” 


“If we do not hold to our faith 
in God,” he added, “We cannot 
prevail against the dangers from 
abroad and the fears and dis- 
trust that those dangers create 
among us at home.” 

Greetings From Other Faiths, 

Rabbi Norman’ Gerstenfeld 
spoke briefly before the President 
and the Navy band joined temple 
singers in a musical program. The 
Rabbi read greetings from Catho-| 
lic and Protestant religious lead- 
ers. These greetings the chief 
executive referred to in _ his 
speech as showing the mutual 
respect that exists between the 
nation’s great religions. 

Speaking to the Hebrew com- 
munity, and acknowledging the 
gift of a prayer book from that 
congregation, the President said: 

“The fact that we believe so 
strongly in religious freedom does 
not mean that religion is of no 
importance in our national life. 
.. . We know that religious prin- 
ciples furnish the fundamental 
basis for our system of law and 
government. We know that the 
deepening of religion and the 
growth of religion are essential to 
our welfare as a nation. If we ig- 
nore the spiritual foundations of 
our birth as a nation, we do so 
at-our own peril... .” 

Tribute to Jews. 

The President also touched on 
the long history of the congre- 
gation. He said it had always been 
close to the nation’s ideals and

Ceiling prices for coal were in- 
creased last week to offset a $1.50 
wage increase. 

Over the weekend the CIO said 
that wage controls might as well 
be abandoned. President Anthony 
Valente of the AFL United Tex-| 
tile Workers of America, in a 
letter to WSB chairman Archibald 
Cox, demanded yesterday that the 
government either suspend wage 
controls in the textile industry 
or write a new regulation to 
allow pay increases based on 
productivity. 

Ruling By WSB. 

The WBS ruled Oct. 18 that 
anything more than $1.50 per day 
added for the miners “would a 
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halt inflation.” This meant the 
increase without facing possibly 
heavy financial penalty. 

The ruling touched off an 
immediate strike by the near- 
ly 350,000 soft coal miners. 
It lasted a week until, on Oct. 
26, Lewis and Moses talked with 
President Truman at the White 
House. Truman promised that 
Putnam would give “serious and 
prompt consideration” to an ap- 
peal for the full pay Increase. 

Putnam faced a real dilemma. 
The WSB’s industry members 
have warned that approving the 
full $1.90 rise would make a 
mockery of wage controls. The 
WSB’s labor members argued 
that the miners should be allowed 
ii/more money in wage increases 
because other workers enjoy 
better vacation and other priv- 
ileges than do the miners. 

Strike or Price Rise. 

It was widely expected the 
miners would quit the pits again 
if Putnam didn’t allow the full 
pay increase. 

On the other hand, granting 
the full increase would almost 
certainly push the price of coal 
up again. 

The Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion Friday boosted ceiling prices 
as high as 75 cents per ton on 
bituminous (soft) coal and $1.35 
per ton on Pennsylvania anthra- 
cite (hard coal) to offset the $1.50 
a day pay hike approved by WSB. 

OPS officials said*if the miners 
win the full $1.90 increase they 
want, an additional ceiling price 
boost of around 15 cents.a-ton for 
hard coal and 39 to 42 ‘cents for 
soft coal may be expected.

of wage controls and most price 
controls, on the ground that the 
former are unfair and that the 
latter are being “abandoned” any- 
way. 

In his annual report to the la- 
bor organization, which was re- 
leased posthumously yesterday, 
Mr. Murray called for enactment 
by the next Congress of a com- 
prehensive and stringent control 
law to be held in reserve on a 
“stand-by” basis and to be made 
effective “immediately . . if liv- 
ing costs move up steadily. 

Authority for wage-price con- 
trols will expire next April 30 un- 
less Congress extends it. 

“The economy cannot afford 
the luxury of enduring another 
wave of inflation,” Murray said. 
“We should not be compelled 
again—when confronted by daily 
price hikes—to wait many months 
for a_ stabilization law to be 
passed and agencies to be estab- 
lished, as we did after the Korean 
outbreak” in June 1949.

Explaining his views on con- 
trols, Murray said: “Congress pro- 
vided the Government with an 
inadequate economic stabilization 
law in 1950. It made the law much

ASSEMBLY HEAD

No Further Plan for Action. 


What action Murray would 
have suggested to implement his 
ideas on controls has not been 
made known, if, indeed, he had 
any plan of action. The CIO’ s in- 
ternal. dispute over who should 
succeed Murray as its president 
also leaves up in the air the an- 
swer to what the labor organiza- 
tion will actually do about con- 
trols. 

Murray had complained in the 
past, and did again in the cur- 
rent report, that price controls 
were not effective. He had 
sgoupled with this complaint the 
threat that the CIO could not be 
expected to continue its accept- 
ance of wage stabilization if such 
a situation, which he described 
as “discriminatory” was permit- 
ted to continue. His previous re- 
marks were never so strong as to 
indorse a change in the basic CIO 
policy supporting controls such as 
appears to have been confirmed 
in the current report. 

While his report was prepared 
two weeks before the national 
| elections on Nov. 4, Murray pre- 
dicted that labor unions in the 
United States will become strong- 
er despite the outcome of the 
elections, 

Confident of Further Gains. 


“Tt will be better for the nation 
and its working people,” Murray 
said, “if the policies of govern- 
ment are favorable to the contin- 
ued strengthening and develop- 
ment of our free and indepen- 
dent trade union organizations. 
But even if a hostile administra- 
tion or a hostile Congress were 
to sit in Washington, I am confi- 
dent that the march of trade 
unionism will carry forward.” 

Murray and the CIO were ar- 
dent supporters of Gov. Adlai E. 
Stevenson, the Democratic nomi- 
nee. 

Murray expressed optimism 
over the country’s long-range eco- 
nomic prospects, but warned 
against a short-term ‘economic 
downturn after the leveling off of 
defense expenditures . ,. . about 
mid-1953.” 

He warned also that “irrespon- 
sible” business associations “are 
plotting and conspiring to devise 
new and stringent amendments 
to the Taft-Hartley Act.

Asserts There Should Be| 
No Doubt by Any| 
American of Necessity] 
of War to Halt Reds. | 


TOKYO, Nov. 17 (AP) — Gen. | 
Mark W. Clark told troops of his 
Far East command yesterday that 
the hope of people living under 
Communist domination depends 
“in large measure” on a victory 
of the United Nations forces in 
Korea. . 

In a statement addressed to all 
personnel on "Why We Are in | 
Korea,” Clark said, “there should | 
be no doubt in the mind of any | 
American as to the necessity, the 
justice and the nobility of our 
action in Korea.” 

“Our stand has given renewed 
hope to the peoples already un- 
der the oppression of Commu- 
nism, he asserted. “Whether that | 
hope is realized will depend in 
large measure upon victory in 


Korea by the U.N. forces.” | : 


A headquarters spokesman said 
the statement was one of periodic 
releases designed for troop infor- 
mation. 

“Korea has become a battle- 
ground for freedom and human 
dignity against tyranny and slav- 
ery,” Clark said. “This battle will 
decide whether people shall live 
in personal freedom, under a 
government of their own making, 
or whether they shall lose their 
rights as human beings. 

“Today, we Americans are stak- 
ing our lives for our freedom 
and that of our children. We 
stand by our principles and be- 
liefs that man has a God-given 
right to freedom. We are fighting 
for government of, by and for 
the people. 

“Communist aggression in 
Korea is more than an attack 
upon a defenseless nation. It 
challenges the United Nations, 
the organization formed to main- 
tain peace, to prevent such ag- 
gression and to promote the wel- 
fare of all people. This Commu- 
nist aggression is a challenge to 
free nations — it is part of the 
plan to force Communism upon 
neighboring nations and_ thus, 
step by step, bring the battle 
closer to our own country. 

“Our stand in Korea has given 
renewed hope to peoples already 
under the oppression of Commu- 
nism. Whether that hope is re- 
alized will depend, in large 
measure, upon victory in Korea 
by the United Nations forces.”

its time, Meyer Schapiro, Colum- 
bia University art historian, said | 


last night at Washington Uniyer-) 


sity. 
In the second of a series of 
eight free public lectures de- 


signed as part of the Washington | 


University centennial observance, | 
the noted speaker gave a witty 


| and generous discourse that drew 
sporadic laughter and enthusiastic |f 


applause. His talk ran twice as. 
long as planned. 

With a pioneer cubist work 
projected on the screen, Prof. 
Schapiro quipped: “No wonder 
there was an eruption of night- 
school metaphysics!” He told of | 
fallacies that arose from critics’ 


prosaic and precise interpretation 
of the poet Guillaume Apolli- 
naire’s metaphorical explanation 
referring to the space-time con- 
cept. 

Dr. Schapiro then proceeded to 
show that when the cubist painter 
makes use of simultaneity of 
vision, representing different as- 
pects of a model at the same time, 
he is not at all in exact accord 
with relativity’s findings about 
space and time. Similarly, he il- 
lustrated the fact painters of past 
centuries failed to follow con- 
temporaneous theories on the 
physical nature of light. 

How Art and Science Agree. 

“Art today owes a debt to the 
philosophy of modern science, but 
not to that science itself,” he 
said. “Contemporary science and 
art agree only in that they find 
in life a chaotic, random quality 
produced by innumerable varia- | 
bles, from the weather to the) 
accidents of urban existence, the. 
only similarity of pattern being | 
a certain over-all average of ex- 
perience. 

“Today, with most of our art 
not concerning itself with repre- 
sentation of the physical world, 
but more often with the inner 
life of the artist, we can enjoy 
art of all cultures in a way im- 
possible for Ruskin and his gen- 
eration. 

“We have eliminated supposed- 
ly necessary conditions of har- 
mony and natural proportion. We 


now insist only on some kind of | 


form and expressive character, 
or physiognomy. Now we can like 
the art of China, Egypt, primitive 
cultures, children and even in- 
sane people. We aren’t limited 
any more by Ruskin’s Greek and 
Renaissance criteria. : 
On Pictures and People. 

“Picasso presents us with images 
that may have no clear relation- 
ship to each other. Even if he 
does not know what they mean 
himself, he is confident we will 
find them significant. You don’t 
understand this picture? Then 
consider this: 

“You don’t understand a great 
many things about yourself!”

A unified command not only 
provides for and requires com- 
bined operations of all three 
services toward a common end, 
but, equally important, places the 
responsibility for defense on a 
single individual. 

It is this latter aspect which 
fs of greatest importance in the 
United States. 

There is now no one military 
man responsible for home de- 
fense. The Air Force is respon- 
sible for air defense, the Army 
for anti-aircraft defense, the 
Navy for harbor defense and as- 
sistance in air defense, while the 
six Army commanders in the 
United States are individually re- 
sponsible in their areas for emer- 
gency and disaster operations 


such as would be required by an/| 


atomic explosion or a great natu- 
ral disaster. 

There is a joint plan for con- 
tinental defense which is sup- 
posed to co-ordinate the activi- 
ties of the three services, but 
its effectiveness, without a uni- 
fied command, is open to ques- 
tion. 

There are greater difficulties in 
the establishment of a _ unified 
command in the United States 
than overseas. Only a small per 
cent of the effort of the three 
gervices at home is devoted to 
continental defense. Their m

Co-ordination Vital Matter. 

In air defense, for example, 
the Air Force must operate its 
warning service and fighters in 
close co-ordination with the 
Army’s_- antiaircraft artillery, 
while Naval picket ships and 
Navy fighters ashore must be 
closely tied in with the Army and 
Air Force to make most efficient 
use of every defensive weapon. 

In the case of an atomie at- 
tack, the magnitude of the dis- 
aster would be so great as to 
require the combined and co- 
ordinated effort of every military 
agency within five hundred miles 
to provide hospitalization, trans- 
portation, shelter and food to the 


vinjured and homeless. 


Without a detailed plan for

How It Is Organized Now. 

Under present conditions, ex- 
cept for the Air Defense Com-

istration had not been forgotten. 

The general promised to con- 
sider carefully any suggestions 
Taft would like to make and also 
said he was anxious to work 
closely with Taft on a legislative 
program. 

Taft also suggested that one of 
the new administration’s first 
aims should be to strengthen the 
judicial system and transfer to 
the courts some of the power now 
held by commissions. 

If Taft gets the green light 
from Eisenhower on this, it will 
touch off about the bitterest leg- 
islative battle any recent Con- 
gress has seen, for, though Taft 
didn’t spell it out, what he has

Most of these are 
branded as New Deal agencies, 
though all but two, the FCC and 
SEC, were set up long before the 
Roosevelt administration, and 
the FCC actually was established 
on the foundation of Herbert 
Hoover’s old Federal Radio Com- 
mission.

Now that they are no 
longer in the opposition, can we count 
on them to apply their banner cry, “It’s 
time for a change,” to their own ranks 
and become responsible? Our deepest 
concern is for what changes there will

Will there be a change from “cor- 
ruption” to “honesty,” for example, if 
- quitclaim legislation on off-shore oil 
goes through? Will there be a change 
from high taxes to lower taxes that in 
a time of defense building will simply 
accelerate inflation? Or will defense 
spending be cut to accommodate lower 
taxes? 

Will there be a change from our 
stand against Communist aggression in 
Korea to the spread of Communist im- 
perialism in Asia, if United States 
troops are pulled out of Korea? Per- 
haps in his trip to the battlefront the 
President-elect will acquire new knowl- 
edge which may make him hesitate in 
advocating full responsibility to the 
South Koreans in fighting the war. But 
can he stem the tide of conservatism 
and the end-the-war-quickly surge that 
has flooded the decks of Congress? 


Will there. be a change from collec- 
tive security through the U.N. to the 
New Isolationism if aid to Europe is 
‘slashed and Senator McCarthy begins 
hurling charges at the U.N.? | 

I can't help thinking of Archibald 
MacLeish’s poem, “Brave New World”: 


There was a time when tyrants 
feared 
The new world of the free, 
Now freedom is afraid 
And shrieks at tyranny. 
Last summer I resigned in a huff 
from Americans for Democratic Action 
after the “young Turks” rose up against 
the Dixiecrats like a bunch of gladiators 
against the lions. : 
In the heat of the fray they were 
guilty of the very tactics they so de- 
plore in the lions. This is not the way, 
I thought, and I washed my hands of 
them. 
Now, however, I have rejoined A.D.A. 
Not out of fury against Senator Mc- 
Carthy, or resentment over the defeat 
of a great leader who brought such 
fresh insight and courageous conduct 
to the field of American politics. This 
is no time for emotionalism. Our 
country has a greater need than ever 
of vigorous, progressive thinking. 


Never has there existed a deeper 
threat to our traditional freedoms—not 
from an alien ideology without, but 
from that element within which in the 
name of freedom has grown brazen in 
its loss of moral accountability, while 
enjoying the immunity of the United 
States Senate. 

What’s changed is freedom in this 

age, 

What great men dared to choose 

Small men now dare 

Neither win nor lose. 


Freedom, when men fear free- 

dom’s use 

But love its useful name, 

Has cause and cause enough for 

fear 

And cause for shame. 

How will the new Administration han- 
dle these grave problems? I will look 
to it for responsible leadership now 
that the partisan debates are over, but 
some still have doubts.

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The Changeover Begins 

President-elect Eisenhower's inauguration will 
not take place until Jan. 20 yet in a sense it 
has already begun. 

The General’s post-election vacation in Geor- 
gia is at an end and his sessions with President 
Truman at the White House are only a few 
hours away. For a week his liaison men, Sena- 
tor Henry Cabot Lodge and Joseph M. Dodge, 
have been sitting in with the Defense Depart- 
ment and the Budget Bureau respectively. The 
new President's Korean trip is being arranged. 
In other ways the new administration is getting 
down to preliminary work. 

All this is necessary, given the circumstances. 
For the first time in 20 years there Is to be a 
changeover from one political party to the other. 
Not since 1932 and the replacement of Herbert 
Hoover by Franklin D. Roosevelt has there been 
a comparable situation. 

There is, however, one important difference. 
In the 1932-33 interval between the election and 
the inauguration the big problem before the 
country was the economic depression. This had 
its international aspects, but its primary effect 
was right here at home, 

Today the big problem is the world-wide ques- 
tion of peace and war. The United States can 
contribute greatly to the cause of peace and to 
that end the people are sacrificing lives and 
substance in Korea. They are also supporting 
diplomatic endeavor in the truce talks, at the 
U.N. and elsewhere. But all that we do for 
peace may be cancelled out by some reckless, 
tragic, irresponsible overt move for war on 
the other side. 

It is this tinderbox situation that makes so 
necessary a united stand in Washington in this 
period of change between the administrations of 
Harry S. Truman and Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


A statement of common purpose in world re- 
lations need not compromise the incoming ad- 
ministration in any way. That Gen. Eisenhower 
was critical of the Truman Administration’s 
foreign policy is of course one of the facts of 
the campaign. But his criticism was chiefly a 
matter of detail. On the big, broad outlines the 
General was fully agreed. He supported the 
stand in Korea. He was the chief applier of the 
Atlantic defense policy at NATO. 

Here is an area which has no room for the 
animosities and recriminations of the campaign. 
There will be differences enough on domestic 
issues.and at times divergences as to how foreign 
policy may best be carried out. But the over-all 
assumption should be one of a united people in 
the protection of peace and the avoidance of the 
holocaust that would be World War III. 


Let every American wish that the impending 
conferences between outgoing President and his 
successor will advance the cause which is the 
goai of peoples everywhere. 
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Stull Waiting on Transit 

St. Louis is becoming about as accustomed 
to transit fare increases as to the changing sea- 
sons and the arrival and departure of daylight 
saving time. So, at 12:01 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing, bus and streetcar fares rose to 20 cents. 

Again the city government’s inability to cope 
with the situation was clear. The city fought 
the proposed fare rise in the beginning, then 
appealed for reopening the case when the rise 
was granted. But the Missouri Public Service 
Commission knocked down the appeal and that 
was that. 

By now the public is used to this procedure 
and can expect more of the same. There have 
been seven fare increases since the war, and a 
constant decline in transit service. As long as 
the transit company can show that its revenue 
will not supply what the Public Service Com- 
mission considers a reasonable profit, the fares 
will go up. 

The public’s frustration is not lessened by the 
conflicting proposals for public ownership now 
being prepared for legal action. Mayor Darst, 
after first suggesting a metropolitan transit 
authority, now is pushing a city transit authority. 
At the same time petitions have been completed 
for a board of freeholders to draft a metropoli- 
tan authority. 

If City Hall had not switched signals the area 
might now be considering a transit agency 
owned by the area it would serve. As it is, the 
public lacks both a timetable and a route out 
of the transit confusion. 
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Second Indian Summer 

It was hard Sunday, mighty hard, to go into 
the City Art Museum to have a look at the 
Missouri show. No, the crowd was not extraor- 
dinarily big; and, of course, the Museum peo- 
ple were not barring the doors. It was the 
weather. It was so wonderful, especially on 
that windswept hill between the sky and the 
park and city, that there was an almost in- 
superable disinclination to get on the inside of 
any door. Why we were given this -second 
helping of Indian Summer we don’t know; but 
it’s wonderful. 


What Next in South Africa? 

The United States has taken a very careful 
position regarding the role of the United Na- 
tions in connection with racism in South Africa. 
Even though he believes that the U.N. does not 
have the power to force a change, Charles A. 
Sprague, our representative, said that the United 
States would vote against South Africa’s con- 
tention that the U.N. may not debate the issue. 

The regime of Prime Minister Daniel L. Ma- 
lan meanwhile is confronted by the gravest 
possible constitutional crisis. In its fanatical 
- campaign to impose racist laws on the non-white 
population, the government has brought itself 
to the point of repudiating the courts of the 
country. It can continue its policies only by 
tearing up the constitution. 

The impasse developed when the courts de- 


clared one of the anti-racist laws to be uncon- : 


stitutional. To meet this ruling, Dr. Malan’s 
Nationalists sought to give judicial powers to 
the Parliament. They called it the “High Court 
of Parliament” and declared it to have the ulti- 
mate judicial jurisdiction. Now the highest con- 
stitutionally established court has declared this 
usurpation to be utterly illegal. 


There are two courses open to Dr. Malan and 


his followers. They can obey the law, or they 
can take the decisive step toward dictatorship 
by again declaring themselves above the law. 
The tragedy of the situation is that ruthless- 
ness of the Malan party is not accomplishing 
its purpose. Just the contrary. Instead of put- 
ting the Indians, the Africans and the half-castes 
“in their place,” it is arousing them to ever 
stronger opposition. The South African authori- 
ties are finding it increasingly difficult to cope 
with the rapidly spreading movement of civil 
disobedience. On top of that have come out- 
breaks of violence. And the white man’s lot is 
being made more difficult in other parts of 


Africa. 
Dr. Malan ought to listen to the counsel of

tions or any other source. After all, those voices 
are speaking in the best interest of South Africa.

New Bomb, New Responsibility 

The awe and the deep wonder with which so 
many people pondered the first news of the 
atomic bomb seems less in evidence now that 
the Atomic Energy Commission has announced 
the “satisfactory” completion of experimental 
work on the hydrogen bomb, an announcement 
which has been interpreted by Prof. Harold 
Urey as a confirmation of earlier unofficial re 
ports that an H-bomb has been exploded. Many 
reactions are like those of the Londoner who 
asked: “‘What’s the difference whether you are 
baked or fried?” 

Maybe the potentialities of the A-bomb 
stretched imaginations about as far as they could 
go in the contemplation of catastrophic destruc- 
tion. Yet if the AEC announcement really means 
what it is said to mean, then the United States 
has added a much more devastating weapon to 
its arsenal, and one which probably can be more 
readily produced than the A-bomb. 


From a military and political standpoint, the 
development obviously is of the utmost impor- 
tance. To a considerable degree, it may re- 
establish the great advantage which the United 
States lost when the Russians mastered the 
secrets of the A-bomb. This is a tremendous 
advantage not only in war, but also in the pre- 
vention of war. 

Indeed it is an obligation on the conscience of 
mankind to do everything compatible with honor 
and justice to endeavor to use the new bomb as 
a deterrent rather than as a weapon. Science 
may not yet have made it quite possible to 
vaporize this globe of ours—as that old British 
warship was vaporized off the coast of Australia 
by an A-bomb—but it has put into our hands 
the means for spreading death, suffering and 
devastation on a scale which we hardly imag- 
ined a decade ago. 

While we welcome the strength and security 
implicit in such a device, and while we appre- 
ciate the force which it puts behind our words 
in the council of nations, we also recognize the 
terrible responsibility which it imposes. 


But this is not a responsibility which rests on 
the United States alone. It falls on every gov- 
ernment in the world. We can carry it. We 
have no aggressive intentions. But woe to him 
who strikes the spark which plunges men into 
this cosmic fire! 


Enterprise in Alton 

Some 1400 citizens of Altom have decided it 
is time for a change—to the city manager form 
of municipal government. And behind the 
leadership of the community’s Junior Chamber 
of Commerce they are attempting to do some- 
thing about it. They have petitioned for a spe- 
cial election on the proposal. 

As in Wood River, which last October took 
advantage of Illinois’ new city manager. ena- 
bling act, an enterprising group in Alton sees 
the opportunity for efficiency and economy in 
local government and wants to make it a reality. 
The fact that such a substantial number of its 
citizens demand action is a good sign. The city 
manager plan must have grass roots support if 
it is to produce the benefits of which it is capa- 
ble. In Alton it has a good deal of that neces- 
sary support already.

To Burn or Not to Burn? 


What to quote out of the Old Farmer’s Alma- 
nack when it comes annually at this time of year? 
The 16l1st issue, which has just arrived from 
Dublin, N. H., up in the shadow of Emerson’s 
Mt. Monadnock, has bits of humor from Mark 
Twain’s notebook, old fashioned riddles, ana- 
grams, charades, planting dates and first and 
last killing frosts, recipes and cooking hints and 
earthquake forecasts. All these in addition to 
the usual facts about the moon and sun and 
tides, weather and holidays, interspersed with 
pictures of a snow-covered Massachusetts hill, 
the boat basin at Mystic, Conn., lobster pots at 
Cape Porpoise and the lighthouse at Truro. 

But quote we must and so here is a moving 
bit from the Old Farmer himself, as he tells 
what to do in the month of November. After 
wisely remarking that this is the season when 
“the pressure is off” and a fellow can conse- 
quently “do much or nothing,” he sets down 
these words, opposite as it happens, the infor- 
mation “Suez canal opened 1869”: 


There is no pleasure in gathering leaves, 
but when we burn them we are philosophers 
leaning on our rakes. And what more 
poignant in the chill November dusk than 
the smoke of burning leaves? 

For in it somehow all the memories of our 
youth—and fallen leaves and drifting smoke 
are the symbols and sadness of life. 

But we don’t burn leaves any more. We 
rake them up and wheel them to the 
compost heap, as we are told to do by the 
Garden Club—and our wife. This undoubt- 
edly ranks as second only on our list of 
tedious undertakings. The first is pulling 
out by hand these same leaves (and the 
neighbors’) from the barberry hedge. 

We reward ourselves by pinning on our 
bosom one more invisible cluster to the 
Medal of the Fallen Leaf—First Class. Next 
year we shall pin another. 


Can it be that what we have just read is a 
turning point in contemporary garden policy? 
Can it be that the Old Farmer’s plaintive words 
will become a rallying cry away from the indig- 
nities of compost piles and back to the glories 
of leaf burning? We do not presume to forecast, 
but we think we sniff something significant in 
the wind for 1953. 
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Private Capital Abroad 

American private industry invested as much 
in underdeveloped countries in 1951 as did the 
Government under its aid program. The amount 
in each category was about $1,000,000,000, ac- 
cording to a report made by Dr. Isidor Lubin of 
the United States to the U.N. General Assembly’s 
‘Economic and Financial Committee. 


This private investment abroad is especially 
important at a time when defense costs neces- 
sarily keep down public aid. This money is put 
out with the hope of continuing profits for both 
the investors and the people of the country in 
which it is invested. And it is not being put out 
in the old colonial spirit for, while investments 
made immediately after the war went largely 
into extractive industries such as petroleum, the 
bulk of the money for the last three years has 
been going into manufacturing and distributing. 

Over the last seven years, the United States 
Government has given almost $6,000,000,000 to 
underveloped countries in the form of grants 
and loans in addition to its $635,000,000 subscrip- 
tion to the International Bank for Reconstruction 
and Development. 

This is our basic weapon against the poverty 
in which Communism breeds. And it is all the 
stronger for being intelligently backed by Amer- 
ican private capital. 
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What to Do About Big Strikes? 


Harvard economist calls Taft-Hartley law on emergency disputes 
almost unworkable, proposes new plan; would give President several 
alternative courses including seizure; sees fairest solution in power 
to compel production on limited scale to protect public interest.

that the recommendations of the emer- 
gency board be put into effect for a lim- 
ited period—say six months, 

1. An agreement with the union and em- 
ployer that production will continue on a 
limited scale until the dispute is settled. 

Even in vital industries much of the 
output is not necessary to health and 
safety. Pfobably half, or in some cases 
less than half, of normal output would 
protect the essential interests of the com- 
munity, There might still be much hard- 
ship and inconvenience, but the vital in- 
terests of health and safety would not be 
imperiled. 

At the same time, the parties would be 
able to conduct a sizeable strike or lock- 
out. With the sales of the enterprise cut 
in half, and the employment of the union 
members cut in half, both the employer 
and the union would be under strong 
pressure to reach an agreement. Thus 
economic warfare would serve its essential 
social purpose of putting pressure on both 
sides to agree, and at the same time this 
warfare would be prevented from imperil- 
ing vital interests of the community. 

In my judgment, this procedure is the 
fairest and most practical solution to the 
problem of disputes that imperil public 
health and safety. There are some indus- 
tries, of course, in which production on a 
very limited scale is not technically prac- 
ticable. 


The provisions of the Taft-Hartley Act 
for dealing with disputes that threaten na- 
tional emergencies seem to me quite bad— 
indeed, almost unworkable. They should 
be replaced with new and very different 
ones. 

What authority should the Executive 
have to deal with disputes that threaten 
public health or safety? Several courses 
of action should be made possible. 

In the first place, the President should 
be authorized to require a postponement 
of the strike or lock- 
out for a limited 
period (say 30 days) 
to give opportunity 
for further attempts 
at settlement. 

In the second 
place, he should have 
authority to summon 
the parties to a for- 
mal hearing before 
a moderator to show 
cause why the dis- 
pute should not be 
submitted to arbitra- 
tion. 

In the third place, 
the Executive should 
have authority to arrange for the investi- 
gation of the dispute by an emergency 
board of public members. The board 
should have the duty to recommend terms 
of settlement—in other words, it should 
be similar to the emergency boards creat- 
ed under the Railway Labor Act. 

The use of emergency boards under the 
Railway Labor Act has affected both the 
process of collective bargaining and the 
willingness of the parties to submit their 
disputes to arbitration. The effect on bar- 
gaining has been to discourage real bar- 
gaining before an emergency board has 
been appointed and to cause the real bar- 
gaining to be deferred until the emer- 
gency board has made its recommenda- 
tions. Then one side or both reject the 
Board’s recommendations but bargain 
more or less on the basis of these recom- 
mendations,

Steps Two and Three 


2. Seizure of the property. 

At the present time seizure is in bad 
odor, mainly because of the President’s 
unconstitutiona] seizure of the steel mills. 
But seizure has been used a number of 
times in the case. .of the railroads and 
seems to have worked fairly well. Fur- 
thermore, it is authorized by some state 
laws—for example, in Virginia and Massa- 
chusetts. 

Seizure should’ occur only under certain 
safeguards. The Jaw should provide that 
in the case of seizure, the status quo 
should be maintained. The Government, 
while in possession of the properties, 
should not attempt to negotiate new terms 
of employment, as it did when the coal 
mines were seized in the spring of 1936. 

3. Requirement that the parties put into 
effect the recommendations of the emer- 
gency board for a limited period, say six 
months. 

This would be in effect a mild form of 
compulsory arbitration. After the end of 
six months’ operation under the recom- 
mendation of the emergency board, either 
party would be free to reopen the case 
and attempt to negotiate new terms of 
employment. In fact, by agreement of 
botii the employer and the union, the case 
might be re-opened before the expiration 
of six months. 

The possibility that the Executive might 
require that the parties put into effect the 
recommendations of the emergency board 
would make resort to emergency boards 
much less attractive to employers and 
unions and would give both employers 
and unions a strong inducement to settle 
their disputes by negotiation or arbitration. 


How Bargaining Breaks Down 


How can the possible appointment of an 
emergency board be prevented from mak- 
ing the parties less willing to bargain or 
less willing to submit their dispute to ar- 
bitration? 

Such effects can be prevented by giving 
both unions and employers a strong in- 
centive to avoid having their dispute 
referred to an emergency board. The at- 
tractiveness of emergency boards to both 
sides can be reduced by giving three addi- 
tional powers to the Executive. 

In case one side or the other rejects the 
recommendations of an emergency board, 
the Executive should have authority to do 
one of three things: (1) to let the strike or 
lockout occur, after working out an agree- 
ment with the union and the employer 
that production will continue, until the 
dispute is settled, on a limited scale, but 
on a scale large enough to meet the needs 
of public health or safety; (2) to seize the 
property and operate it; (3) te require

These small studies, longer than any 
comparable article in any encyclopedia or 
literary history and far shorter than any 
definitive critical and biographical treat- 
ment, satisfy economically and precisely a 
need often felt when information and 
commentary on one literary figure or an- 
other are needed. The works here noted 
are four of the fiye—the other is “Wilkie 
Collins,” by Robert Ashley—in the “Eng- 
lish Novelists Series” now available in the 
United States. Three similar studies, on 
Henry James, Thomas Love Peacock, and 
George Eliot, are now in preparation. As 
a group, they complement the volumes now 
appearing in the “Modern European Nov- 
elists Series.” 

All are gratifying introductions to the 
creative substance and guides to the criti- 
cal stature of the authors treated. Most 
contain an introductory biographical essay, 
an objective commentary on the author's 
works, and a succinct summary. They 
are models of the sort of compactness 
attainable through elimination of the irrel- 
evant, the anecdotal, the digressive or dis- 
cursive. 

The series is the work of critics and 
creative writers who besides their winnow- 
ing of comprehensive critical opinion have 
their own insights to impart. Mr. Symons, 
for instance, points to the “pattern of 
frenetic excitement,” noticeable in Dick- 
ens’s early life and actions, “his urgent 
need for emotional exhibitionism,” and de- 
clares as obvious that the creator of Pick-

sessed.” Though Dickens, he concludes, 
was the greatest creative artist of his time 
in England, his life was “its saddest liter- 
ary catastrophe.” 

The only excuse for writing about Ronald 
Firbank, Mr. Brooke remarks, is that in 
recent years he has been largely neglected 
and is “overdue for resurrection.” Well, 
here duly “resurrected,” is the odd Mr. 
Firbank, who once summarized himself as 
“a dingy lilac blossom of rarity untold.” 
Mr. Brooke proves himself a witty and 
thoroughly conversant cicerone. In re- 
storing Firbank “to the light of day” he 
may well attract to that “timeless” writer’s 
books a large body of readers, especially 
in England; for, “oddly (or perhaps not so 
oddly?),’”’ Mr. Brooke says, “Firbank has 
always been more popular in America 
than in his own country.” 

Mr. Browne does his considerable bit, in 
“Sheridan Le Fanu,” to alter the “unmiti- 
gated famelessness” of a writer who was a 
favorite of such diverse individuals as Al- 
gernon Swinburne and Henry James, and 
who should have a special appeal to a gen- 
eration “less psychologically stable and at 
the same time more worldly-wise than the 
Victorians.” Namely, ours,... Mr. Blake’s 
tidy treatise on “Barrie and the Kailyard 
School” is, like the other books mentioned 
here, delightfully readable while conveying 
through its taut, close-pared style an abun- 
dance of information and provocative 
opinion.

THE DEVIL RIDES OUTSIDE by John H. Griffin.

This handsomely printed novel gets a 
new publishing house off to an auspicious 
start.

Chinese, who are only a minority 
of all the prisoners of war? For 
a formula has been found, it 
would appear, to deal with the 
much larger number of Korean 
prisoners of war. 

It has been the narrowness of 
the unsettled issues in the armi- 
stice which has kept alive the 
hope that a formula could be 
found. Why, if in fact China and 
the Soviet Union do not want an 
armistice, have they not used 
some of the larger political ques- 
tions to stall the negotiations? 

For, as Mr. Eden showed in his 
admirable speech, the problem of 
the prisoners of war can easily be 
made soluble, without sacrificing 
principle, honor, or mercy, if our 
adversaries are interested in a 
solution of that problem.

which is of “little strategic in- 
terest.” 


The memorandum goes on to 
consider the obvious point, 
namely, that in a general war the 
Korean peninsula would quickly 
be occupied by enemy forces and 
would be used to establish naval 
and air bases. 


On this point, which bears di- 
rectly on the question of our hav-

WITH BAGELS AND YOX 


English-Yiddish Revue 
American Theater Gets 
Thunderous Applause.

“Bagels and Yox,” the English- 
Yiddish variety show which 
opened at the American Theater 
last night probably wouldn’t rate 
much as a revue by ordinary 
Broadway standards. But that it 
has a tremendous appeal to those 
who understand Yiddish was a 
parent. The packed house, sold 
out to the Jewish War Veterans 
for a benefit, enjoyed itself huge- 
ly, with thunderous applause and 
cries of “More” for many of the 
six acts. As most of the jokes are 
either in dialect liberally inter- 
spersed with Yiddish, ,or all in 
that language, I ameafraid, how- 
ever, those not understanding it 
wouldn’t have much fun unless 
they were of the rare selfless 
type that enjoys watching other 
people laugh. 


The show, which had good runs 
in Miami, Atlantic City and on 
Broadway, is, with the exception 
of Kurt Jons and his small dance 
group, composed of the kind of 
acts which have made the Jewish 
resorts in the Catskill mountains 
near New York famous as an en- 
tertainment circuit. The audience 
seemed eager to laugh, and 
evinced a sentimental or emo- 
tional attachment for several of 
the songs, all or partly in Yid- 
dish, by Sholom Secunda and Hy 
Jacobson, so all the performers 
worked easily in a pre-heated at- 
mosphere. 

Larry Alpert, a loose-jointed 
young comedian with a knack for 
characterization, seemed to me to 
have the best native gift for hu- 
mor. The Barton Brothers were a 
glib trio who specialized in non- 
sense songs and trite impersona- 
tions. Their jokes, as were those 
of Rickie Layne, a ventriloquist, 
with his dummy Velvel, were 
often a bit smutty when in English 
dialect and, from the laughter, 
even broader in Yiddish. 

Marty Drake displayed a good 
baritone and a pleasant person- 
ality. This in spite of the fact his 
climaxes, because of the mike all 
the performers used, smote the 
eardrums with punishing force. Jo 
Ann Florio, a pretty red-headed 
contralto, got only perfunctory 
applause for a standard English 
number, but brought down the 
house when she pulled out all 
the stops on a Yiddish song and 
one in English about the wander- 
ing Jew. Lou Saxon was a smooth 
emcee, although his dialect stor- 
jes struck me as having more as- 
surance than wit. The Jons troupe 
performed a Haitian and an East 
Indian dance with perhaps more 
vigor than ensemble style, with. 
no attempt at lavish staging.

Though Lyndon Johnson was 
rated during his service in the 
House among the New Dealers, 
he has followed a more con- 
servative line in the Senate. He 
has been alert to the interests of 
oil, which is what every Texas 
politician is supposed to be. 


He helped push the Kerr na- 
tural gas bill, supported by oil 
interests, and the bill to give 
jurisdiction over marginal coast 
lands—crux of the so-called tide- 
lands oil dispute—to the states. 

Both bills were vetoed by Pres- 
ident Truman, the latter twice. 
He also parted with the Presi- 
dent by taking a leading part in 
the fight against confirmation for 
another term of Leland Olds, 
Federal Power Commission mem- 
ber who was so bitterly fought 
by the utilities. 

If Speaker Sam Rayburn de- 
cides to take the post of Demo- 
cratic floor leader in the House, 
which is the usual course when 
the other party assumes control, 
Texas would hold the party lead- 
ership in both branches. How- 
ever, it is reported that Repre- 
sentative Rayburn intends to re- 
tire to the ranks.

66 DON’T like to discuss

ents,” a 13-year-old told us 
the other day. “They want to 
talk about everything. Like the 
fact that I’m getting-older and 
should have more responsibilities. 
And about me and boys. And 
about how I get on with them. 
And about my complexion. It all 
kind of embarrasses me and 
makes me feel funny, and I just 
wish we wouldn’t have these talks 
so much.” 

But another teen-ager may say 
exactly the opposite. “My par- 
ents are always busy. They never 
seem to have time to talk things 
over with me. They say they 
want to, but when we.do talk 
I don’t think they really have 
their minds on it.” 
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HERE ARE TWO completely 
different points of view and prob- 
ably two completely different 
kinds of personalities. Their re- 
marks illustrate a point which we 
have frequently made. That it is 
always wise, if you can, and so 
far as you reasonably can, to take 
your clues from the child, 

General rules of conduct tend 
to be extremely unsatisfactory 
because what is true of one child 
or for one age may not be true 
of another. 

And the question of whether or 
not you and your teen-ager will 
benefit by talking over his or 
her teen-age problems, is no ex- 
ception. Some boys and girls feel 
much better about almost any 
problem after having a good talk 
about it with father or mother. 
Others shy away with real dis- 
taste from such talks, and their 
biggest hope is that “nobody will 
say anything about it’—whether 
“it” is the new lipstick or hairdo, 
the new girl or boy friend, or 
the recent low marks in school. 
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HERE, AS ALWAYS, make 
your decision by what you know 
of your own son’s or daughter's 
temperament — not by what you 
think “ought” to be done. 

But one thing is certain, re- 
gardless of the special person- 
ality involved. And that is that 
the roots of your relationship 
with your teen-agér lie in infancy 
and the pre-school years. 

If you have ignored him and 
haven't taken the trouble really 
to make friends with him for the 
first 10 years or so of his life— 
the chances are that you will be 
starting 10 years too late. 

If you have been a real friend 
as well as a good parent through- 
out all the long slow years of 
babyhood and through the pre- 
school and early school years— 
the chances are that you will be 
well rewarded when the interest- 
ing teens roH around.

HERE are two schools of 
7 thought when it comes to the 
care and maintenance of fire- 
places. Some people love a fire- 
place that’s well stained with 
soot and smoke. Others want 
their fireplaces, on the outside 
anyway, to look as if they never 
even heard of a fire. To get this 
effect and also to be able to 
have a fire calls for a little work. 
The masonry~ around a fire- 
place is rather porous and so it’s 
difficult to clean it once it has 
become stained with soot and 
smoke. One of the best cleaning 
agents for brick or stone is a 
gritty cleaning powder. Dampen 
the surface, apply the cleaner and 
then scrub it with a stiff fiber 
brush. If the fireplace is brick, 
coat the bricks with linseed oil 
when they are dry. This will 
make them a lot easier to clean in 
the future. 
Painting the masonry around 


the fireplace is a good idea if 
you don’t like the natural color 
of the masonry or if it is so dirty 
as to make cleaning impractical. 
It’s best to use a washable paint 
for this job for unless you do, 
the fireplace will have to be re- 
painted almost every year or even 
more. The masonry should be 
strubbed down before painting to 
remove loose dirt and insure the 
paint making a good bond.

Broccoli shipped 
from California has a longer sea- 
son. Because only the finest will 
travel such a distance it is par- 
ticularly satisfactory. Quality is 
judged by tender clean stdlks and 
by tightly closed flowers in small 
heads with a lovely green color. 

To prepare, wash the heads and 
trim ends of the stalks. If these 
are thicker than half an inch,: 
slash them lengthwise so they 
will cook as quickly as the flow- 
ers. Care must be taken not to 
overcook this vegetable, as too 
long a time injures both color 
and flavor. Ten to 15 minutes in 
a covered saucepan, or one and 
one-half minutes in a pressure 
cooker is long enough. 

After draining, broccoli may be 
dressed with lemon butter, sprin- 
kled with grated cheese, or cov- 
ered with Hollandaise sauce. The 
recipe for the latter has been 
requested and is printed today. 


Hollandaise Sauce. 
One-half cup butter or mar-

De Gubareff Family Overcame. _ Obstacles in pee That Started in Russia in 1943

CIENTIFIC ASSOCIATES, a 
Sse Louis firm of consultants 

to industry on such delicate 
matters as testing new drugs, 
hired Nick not long ago. Nick is 
a zoologist and works among the 
carefully watched white rats and 
rabbits in the firm’s laboratory. 
On the side, he also runs a set 
of his own experiments toward a 
new drug he hopes might some 
day help control arthritis and 
similar ills. 

Nick’s wife, Taisia, recently 
went to work in the pharmacol- 
ogy department of Barnes hos- 
pital. She is a biochemist and 
helps with such research as de- 
termining the effects of new 
drugs on animal hearts. 

There is nothing terribly star- 
tling about these endeavors ex- 
cept that Nick’s full name is 
Nicolaij De Gubareff, formerly of 
Kiev, Russia; that both Nick and 
Taisia are displaced persons of 
late vintage; and that they have 
gone through quite a bit of trou- 
ble to get where they are. 

The De Gubareff story begins 
a long way from 6152 Pershing 
avenue where the family, having 
discharged some of its more 
pressing debts, the other day 
moved from a single room into 
a modest furnished three-room 
apartment. (“A table is all we 
own,”’) 

It begins in Kiev one day dur- 
ing the German occupation in 
1943 when the De Gubareffs de- 
cided they were through with liv- 
ing under the constant threat of 
having to “hunt white bears’— 
the .popular euphemism for ban- 
ishment to Siberia. Nick, his wife, 
mother, father and grandfather 
called it quits together. 

“We didn’t pack anything,” 
Nick says. ‘‘We just ran.” 

It must have been quite a deci- 
sion to make. Nick’s father, who 
recently joined the teaching staff 
of the University of Minnesota, 
had been professor of physics and 
electro-chemistry at the Univer- 
sity of Kiev. Nick himself, after 
graduating from the university, 
joined its zoological museum and 
went on animal-catching missions 
to the Caucasus and other prom- 
ising areas to bag anything from 
bugs to bears.

“compromise” is a modern ex- 
pression; for if disputing sides in 
industry, let us say, effect a com- 
promise, do they not in many 
cases literally promise to abide 
by the decision of an arbiter? 
Drop the arbiter and you can still 
have a “compromise,” a _ settle- 
ment by mutual consent. And in 
this usage Shakespeare was quite 
at home, as the following lines 
indicate:

To follow this kernel, and make 
integral the implications of “com- 
promising” a person's reputation 
—having found them in a “com- 
promising” position!—requires a 
little imagination. Note that ‘‘com- 
promise” in its sense of agree- 
ment, signified also to pledge, 
that is,.the pledging of oneself 
by the declaration or act of com- 
promise. And it is in this con- 
nection it seems, the connection 
of involvement by such pledge, 
that “compromise” came into use 
to signify the exposing or endan- 
gering of a person’s standing or 
reputation—because of what they 
are pledged to!

The family made its way to 
Cracow, Poland, by train (“no- 
body was asking anybody anything 
in those days’’), but in Cracow the 
Nazis seized them and sent them 
to a slave labor camp. Along with 
some 100 other foreign scientists, 
Nick and his father were just get- 
ting ready to be put to work in a 
German laboratory when the war 
ended and an even greater peril 
began: repatriation. 

The Russians were anxious to 
welcome back anybody who ran 
(or Was dragged) away from their 
domain during the war. The De 
Gubareffs, naturally, were less 
anxious. And they weren’t called 


De Gubareff then. Nick had the 
inspiration of adding the “De” 
when repatriation beckoned. 


“My mother was French,” he 
explains, “‘and I happened to re- 
member that we were entitled to 
use the ‘De.’ So we said we were 
French. It mixed things up until 
the repatriation was over.”

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UNLESS THE TALENT, the 
ability, the nature needed for the 
coveted role is in the child, de- 
veloping in the young person by 
work, practice, agony of desire, 
will not create it. Only if the abil- 
ity is present in sufficient strength 
is the artistic or professional ca- 
reer possible. 


There are tests that indicate 
the abilities of people. They are 
correct to a workable degree. One 
thing they can surely do—that 
is say Yes or No to the course 
chosen by the person. No genius 
will escape the ability tests. It 
would be wise then, to have the 
child or youthful person, take 
those tests and be guided by them 
in the selection of his life work. 
It will save him many a heart- 
ache, much valuable time and 
some money. 

* * 

A STUDENT whe had decided 
that he would be a physician took 
the tests and discovered that he 
would be likely to be a splendid 
research worker. One who was 
discouraged to the point of des- 
pair in his course in mechanics 
learned he could be a great suc- 
cess in the field of science. One 
was confirmed in his idea of be- 
coming a writer and another in 
his hope of becoming a minister. 


Now and again the test may 
prove to be in error. The musi- 
cian may turn out to be a sur- 
geon, or a mathematician, but it 
does not happen often enough to 
discourage our belief in the use- 
fulness of these tests. Remem- 
ber, they must be given by a 
trained, experienced person, us- 
ually found in association with 
an educational institution such as 
a university or college. Try to get 
in touch with one of these men 
when ambition calls. Talent might 
be overlooked and that would be 
a catastrophe.

Mix 
in lightly the cooked macaroni. 
Pour into greased individual bak- 
ing dishes; cover. Bake in moder- 
ate (350 F.) oven 25 minutes, 
Makes four to six servings.

Then 
they went to war on the order of 
the chiefs, and threw spears in 
earnest. 


Usually a warrior carried two 
or three spears. The spears were 
about six feet long, and were 
tipped with sharp stones or metal.
